localities that Becbwith Pass it a snowy 
rt>gion. Thif is not a fact as no snow was 
ever known to fall to any depth on that 
pass. This "ias been the Winter of all 
Winters in the history of onr State for 
heavy snows und the snow vraa cot more 
than four (eel; deep at any time over the 
pass. There is a railroad built over the 
pass and there would be no difficulty in 
tanning it every day in the 
year. Now 


that another transcontinental toad is talked 
of and surveyors have been over the pro- 
postd line, this pass has been brought 
into notice again. There is not the least 
doubt but it would have been tha proper 
route for the Central Pacific and we may 
expect to see a road in the near future in 
addition 
to 
the 
one 
now 
partly 


completed. 
The 
difficulty is not at 


the pass, or st this summit, but down 
lb.3 caoyoa of the Feather river with its 
rugged precipices. Tnat this route is a 
good oue, with only one-fifth the enow 
acrosi the Sierra Nevada range there is not 
the least doubt. 
Railroad communication 


with this valley is one thing necessary to 
our prosperity and why the Central Pacific 
road was not built over this route, has al- 
ways been a mystery to thinking people. 
The Central Pacific Company can turn 
their road at Reno and build to the Sum- 
mit and down Feather river, about as 
cheaply as they can bnild the proposed 
tunnel or even Keep tha present road open 
lor a dozsn years. The timber is about all 
cut on the old road and there is or will be, 
little doing to maintain a road during the 
Winter in the near future. A Summer 
road can be worked on the old line, bul 
better Whiter railroad faoilitirs are de- 
manded and mast be had and Beckwitb 
Pass is the only paving route during heavy 
anowy Winters. It has cost too ranch to 
keep the old line opan and there was too 
much loss while it was closed this Winter 
by the blockade.

a visit from Mr. Stark, the bngleman ol 
Mr. Warner, the Chairman of the National 
Silver Convention Executive Committee.' 


He cams to tell me that Mr. Warner and 


tie have hugely enjoyed my letter of the 
27th of March writtA to you, and pub- 
lished in your issue of the 5th instant. 
He said it was a funny letter, and that he 
lough id a great deal at the time of reading 
of the same and ever since. What he might 
have done in company with Warner, and 
before he came to the Cupitol, I do not 
know, but he did not seem at all laughingly 
inclined when he spoke to me, in fact, he 
seemed more ready and willing to cry than 
laugh, but then some persons are more 
IngabiiouBly inclined outwardly when they 
profess to be overbubbling with joyous 
emotion inwardly. Perhaps Mr. Stark is 
like that maiden which was saddest when 
she sang. Be it as it may, Mr. Stark no 
doubt was pleased with tho notice I hare 
given him, and he wished to impress on 
me the idea that when he told to me that 
the smelters had chipped in come money 
and the minerj did nor, that he was only 
joking, and did not mean to find fault with 
the miners. As a joker, and one who 
hngely enjoyed the censure as depicted in 
my letter, Mr. Stark is a wonderful success. 


Mr. Slark no doubt in a mood of extra- 


ordinary jocularity addressed last week an 
open letter to the Hon. John Sherman, 
Senator from Ohio, on the silver question; 
censuring at the same time that Senator 
and charging him with the demonetization 
of silver; it was published here m their 
weekly, the mouthpiece of the Greenbaok- 


era, 
aud a marked copy was sent to the Sen- 


ator from Ohio. That Mr. Sherman did 
not condescend to take notice of it, I need 
not specially dwell upon. 
If 
Senator 


Sherman should stop to argue with every- 
body who barks at his heels he would 
never get home; and yet this wholesale ac 
cusation as to tho demonetization of silver 
by the Senator from Ohio has been, I 
thmk, carried a little too far and needs an 
explanation. As I was here in Washing- 
ton when silvc-r was deaiomtized aud have 
watched the whole proceedings, being be- 
sides a friend of silver before that time 
and ever since, I believe it is not more than 
right that I should give the history of that 
particular legislation, fortifying my state- 
ment with documentary proofs in my pos- 
session. On the 29th of May, 1872, in the 
Senate of the United States here in Wash- 
ington, was reporte* Honss bill, So. 2,934, 
as it had passed a few days before the 
House of Representatives. I was present 
and I refer to tbo Hon. Senator, Wm. M. 
Stewart, who was at that time and now 
Senator from Nevada aud on the floor of 
the Senate when the bill was reported to 
the Senate and ordered to be printed. 
When Section H was reached we all heard 
the following: "That the gold coins of the 
United States shall be a one-dollar piece, 
which at the standard weight of twenty-five 
and eighth-tenth grains shall be the unit of 
value." That famous section is in the 
original bill now before me, a bill yellow 
tinted with the age of nearly eighteen 
years. That Section 14demonetized silver 
and made gold the standard or the 
unit 
of 
value. 
But 
this 
is 
not 


all, 
let as turn over a few pages ol that 


bill, upon page 10, is Section 16, which 
reads as follows: "That the silver coins of 
the United States shall be a dollar, a half 
dollar, or fifty-cent pitos, a quarter dol- 


lar, 
or twenty-five cent piece, and a dime, 


or ten cent piece; which coins shall be a 
legal tender at their nominal value, for 
any amouut not exceeding five dollars in 
any one payment." 


That capped the climax, it reduced the 


silver coins of the United States to the de- 
graded rank as subsidiary coins, taking 
away the legal tender quality to any 
amount and limiting them to' five dollars 
only. 


This bill was, after being read, referred 


to the Senate Finance Committee, 
Hon. 


John Sherman, of Ohio, Chairman. 
RB- 


ferring a bill to a committee does not 
make the chairman of that committee re- 
sponsible for the good or the bad con 
tained in the bill and to charge the Son 
*tar from Ohio with the demonetization 
cf silver is not only ridiculous but actually 
a willful misrepresentation of facts. 


This bill, No. 2,934, originated in the 


House in 1871, was framed by the Hon. 
Mr. Hooper, member of Congress from 
Massachusetts, was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Coinage, Weights and Measures, 
reported back favorably and passed by a 
large majority'of the House in May, 1872. 
It was discussed in the House and Senate 
118 times and the Congressional Globe of 
the Forty-Second Congress, first, second 
and third Sections, testifies to that effect. 


On January 17, 1873, page 674 of the 


Congressional Globe, appears the follow- 
ing:. Mr. Casserly, Senator from Cali- 
fornia, in discussing the Coinage Act, said: 
"We have more silver than we want. 
Nevada appears to be getting ready to 
deluge the world wi!h silver. I see that 
her silver production last year was prob- 
ably over §20,000,000. Now, Sir, there 
could not be a better basis for exchange, 
nor a more profitable operation for the 
American people, than to take the gold 
bullion of Australia and coin it in San 
Er»cisoo and diffuse that mnoh more 
specie through all the arteries of business, 
getting ready for the resumption of specie 
payments, of which the Senator (Mr. Shei- 


man, 
of Ohio,) spoke no well aud so truly 


the other day, and to give them in return 


for their bullion this 'silver which we do 
not want and which before a great while 
may be at an absolute discount on our 
hands." ,' 


Now Senator Stewart, of Nevada, wag 


present and on the floor of the Senate, and 
when the question came up as to the ex- 
penses of coinage, the following postage 
occurs: 


Mr. Stewart," of Nevada: "There is a 


bullion fund provided for the purpose." 


I simply state this last passage to prove 


that Mr. Stewavt was present and that he 
is a witness on my side to prove the truth, 
of my assertion that it was Senator Cas- 
Berly, of California, who attacked in 1873 
the precious white metal silver and wanted 
it, yes succeeded to have it demonetized, 
and not Senator Sherman aa Mr. Stark 
wishes to prove in his open letter to the 
Senator from Ohio. 


In fact Mr. Stark, in his humorous jok- 


ing exercises, is very unfortunate to make 
statements, presumably half in fun, but 
nevertheless in whole earnest. But he is 
not the only joker in that committee which 
misrepresents the silver interests of this 
country. 


Mr. Warner in his memorial to the peo- 


ple and Congress had the very question- 
able taste to attack ox-President Cleve- 
land 
and 
thus 
estrange 
from 
the 


126 votes which we silver men had in the 
House and Senate 34 Democratic Totes; of 
courie Mr.;Stark his buglomau will say is 
was only a joke. Still farther, they en- 
gaged a person, who only in January last 
told me that he knew nothing of the merits 
of the silver question until he came to St. 
Louis as a delegate in November last, to 
deliver a speech on the silver question in 
New York City. He too was very fanny 
and jokiugly referred to President Harri- 
son as "poor pions Harrison," and now and 
then iuteilanded his fanny speech: "Mr. 
Harrison in his poor pious way, etp., etc." 
All these jokes are very good in their way, 
and no doubt amuse the gentleman of that 
executive committee and Mr. Stark the un- 
limited joker, but this fun ia making a lot 
of enemies to the cause of silver right here 
in Washington; ex-President Cleveland 
has many warm friends in Congress and 
they will resent; President Harrison has 
not only friends but lots of statesmen in 
both Houses of Congress, who not only 
love him bat who expect good many favors 
in the shape of patronage, 
and have 


spoken to m« as not relishing the silver- 
tongued jokes of the members of that 
committee. As to Senator Sherman he, no 
doubt, will treat the jokes of Mr. Stark 
with as mnoh contempt as he has treated 
similar insinuations heretofore made by 
parties whose conscience aa to tbo demon- 
etization of silver in 1873 lea them to utter 
excuses for their conduct which 
were 


based not entirely on fact nor in conformity 
with the accepted code of honor and truth. 
Alas! this fanny business has been carried 
too far in discussing the silver question and 
the sooner the "Joe Millers" of that com- 
mittee see the error of their ways the 
better for our case.
